Treasurer Roberts In a Law Suit. 


New York, Feb. 7.—Ellis H. Roberts, 


treasurer of the United States, has been 
sued by Receiver Shaw of the Franklin 
National bank to recover on two pro- 
tested notes, aggregating more than 
J10.000. The suit is an outcome of private 
business transactions and has nothing 
to do with the funds of the government. 
It is alleged that after it had been de- 
cided to place the Franklin National 
bank in liquidation, Charles F. James, 
acting as president, extended for Mr. 
Roberts for six months the time of pay- 
ment of two notes, in violation o-f tha 
rules of the bank; that on the maturity 
of the notes they were protested for non- 
payment, and that they are still unpaid. 


Constitution Not Violated. 


Albany, Feb. 7.—The court of appeals 


yesterday decided against Mrs. Cisco, a 
colored woman, who contended that her 
child should be allowed to attend a 
school for white children when a school 
board had established a special school 
for colored children. The court holds 
that the constitution only requires that 
free schools with equal facilities shall 
be furnished to all children, white and 
black alike, and as It is admitted that 
facilities equal to those of other schools 
are provided in the special school the 
relator's contention of exclusion from 
the benefits of the common school educa- 
tion fails.

A Dam;«rou» Suportlulty—Popular Errors 


on tlio Subject—How to Recognize the 
Danger Slffcs—IJetwcen the Ajjes of Ten 
niid Xbivty It la Most to Be Feared. 


Tlie're is a popular and false notion 


that appendicitis is caused by a g^ape 
b-cd, MI or-i'.ge seed or soaje otiier foreign 
snbsianco getting into t\ie vermiform 
appendix. Tlie tme cause is the setting 
up of inflammation and consequent gan- 
grene in the tissue of the appendix, us- 
ually due to insufficient circulation of 
blood i>/ the part itself. In thousands of 
operations which have taken place— 
many in time to save tlio life of tho pa- 
tient anel many too lato—there is not 
one authenticated caso of a foreign sub- 
staiH'c, such as a seeel, being found in 
the appendix. This will be more fully 
realized when one has in mind that the 
interior of tho appendix is only big 
enough to admit a medium sized darn- 
ing needle. Its great liability to disease 
is duo entirely to its low order of vital 
resistance—that is, it is an organ which 
appears to have no actual use in the 
present machinery of man, but in tho 
earlier stages of man's development it 
is believed to have been a large pouch 
that played an important part in the 
digestive operations of the human sys- 
tem. 
By ages of disuse it has gradually 


shrunk to its present dimensions anel is 
known to science as a vestigial (Srgan, 
one which is only a remnant of its 
former self and possessing but a vestige 
of its original functions. 


This becomes more clear if some other 


parts of the body which now seem to 
have no use arc considered. The tonsils 
are in this class and a1 so the wisdom, 
teeth, and both aro peculiarly subject to 
disease. 


Ifhe appendix is in one of the most 


delicate aud vital parts of the body, in 
the peritoneal cavity, usually to tho 
right of the center of the abdomen. 


But in rare instances it has been found 


on the left side, and still more rarely 
otherwise displaced. 
This discovery, 


made very recently, has caused tho sur- 
geons to be extremely careful to locate 
the trouble before using tho knife. 


But science never stands still. It al- 


ways pushes its investigations beyond 
mere appearances, and out of the myte- 
ries of nature develops facts which give 
it power and might. When it was once 
proved that the poison which produced 
septic peritonitis came from the break- 
ing down or decay of the appendix, 
tho very root of one of man's worst 
physical foes was laid bare. Further 
practice established beyond a doubt that 
iu a large majority of cases the appen- 
dix could be removed by a simple sur- 
gical operation and the patient restored 
to vigorous health, if the disease was 
discovered in time and correctly diag- 
nosed. 


The surgeons now regard the opera- 


tion itself as one of the most simple, 
but to obtain the best results it should 
take place within a few hours after the 
patient begins to suffer from the disease. 
In fact, the sooner the operation is had 
the better are the chances of recovery, 
while if the knife is not resorted to 
death is sure to ensue very promptly or 
after lingering miseries from the deadly 
poison perambulating through the sys- 
tem and coming to the surface in ab- 
scesses. 


The symptoms are so plain and un- 


mistakable to tho surgeon of today that 
unT- snffprprmay know thpm for himself: 


First.—The attack is always sudden. 


It comes on when the person is appar- 
ently in the best of health and without 
the slightest warning. 


Second.—A sharp pain is felt in the 


very center of the abdomen. This is al- 
ways the citse, whether the appendix be 
in its correct place on the right side or 
displaced to. the left. 


Third.—A sore and tender spot, very 


\iainful to the touch, is located exactly 
where tho incision must be made to find 
the appendix. 


These are the three plain symptoms 


which have been found in thousands of 
cases with scarcely a variation. 


Thus it is that many sudden deaths 


occur to persons in robust health. They 
are thought to have a colic or a vertigo, 
when the truth is that miserable and 
useless little organ, the appendix, has 
met with some kind of an accident and 
clogs the whole machine. 


Appendicitis usually occurs between 


the ages of 10 and 30 years. It is ex- 
tremely rare above or below those ages. 
It is much moro frequent among males 
than females, the proportion in all 
countries being 20 per cent females to 
80 per cent males. 


The' cause for this difference is of 


very recent discovery, and is not even 
known generally among the medical 
profession. Dr. Ciado, a French surgeon 
and investigator, sought an explanation 
of'the comparative immunity of the fe- 
male sex from tho malady, and discov- 
ered that the appendix in woman has an 
extra blood vessel that does not exist in 
man. This discovery was hailed with 
delight by the surgical world. It was 
not only a bit of new knowledge of in- 
finite value, but was an additional proof 
of tho theory that tho collapse of the 
app&nclix is always due to its want of 
vital resistance.—New York Journal

Boom—Tho "llpll of tho Disappointed." 
Telephone Is Almost the Only Modern | 
Improvement In tho Buildiiig.

a o'clock the sign is ohj.ngoci to "clos- 
ed. '' The doorkeepers TO ing the doors 
open to everybody. Within tho largo 
vestibule nothing is seen which indi- 
cates tho arrangement and purposes of 
the different parts of thu mansion. It 
was not always so, for originally the 
now couceahd corridor, or middle hall, 
with the staircase on the right, was a 
part of the entrance hall. 
Now tho 


spaces between the middle columns are 
closed with colored glass partitions, and 
the vestibule is simply a large, square 
rooin pleasant to get out of. 


No wiry appears to open to the slate 


apartments in the center or to the west 
wing, which is devoted to the private 
apartments. Yet glass doors aro there, 
though us imperceptible to tho stranger 
as a swinging panel. To the left there 
is a dcor which is always open. It ad- 
mits to a small hall, across which a sim- 
ilar door is the side entrance to the 
great east room. About this splendid 
room, comprising the w*hole crsi end of 
the mansion, tho visitor may wander at 
will before the portraits or enjoy from 
the windows the beauty of the treasury 
building to the case or the impressive 
landscape to the south, including tho 
towering shaft of the Washington mon- 
ument and beyond the ever charming 
Potomac, spreading with 
enlarging 


curves toward Mount Vernon, and in 
the private garden under the windows 
he may chance to see a merry baud c£ 
little ones. 


From the small hall between the ves- 


tibule and the east room a stairway as- 
cends toward the medial line of tho 
building to a wide middle hall, on each 
side o± which are the offices of the pres- 
ident. The arrangement is simple, and 
in the floor plan covers the space occu- 
pied below by the east room and tho 
green room, the latter being the coun- 
terpart of the small hall with the public 
stairway just mentioned. At the head 
of these- stairs, over the green room, is 
the cabinet room, which is the first 
apartment in the south side of the hall, 
a jog of two steps, at tho private door 
into the president's room, marking the 
raised ceiling of the east room below. 
The president reaches his office through 
the cabinet room, entering the latter 
from tho library, which corresponds on 
tho second floor with tho blue room of 
the state apaitments. President Arthur 
indeed used the library as his office and 
tho cabinet chamber for an anteroom, 
while his private secretary was domi- 
ciled in the traditional ornce of the pres- 
ident. During his first term Mr. Cleve- 
land preserved the same arrangement. 
But General Harrison went back to the 
office hallowed by Lincoln's occupancy, 
and Mr. Cleveland, on his return, found 
the arrangement so satisfactory that he 
continued it. 


Beyond the president's large, square 


office is the corner room where Private 
Secretary Thurber is always either 
wrestling with the details of executive 
business or standing with his shoulder 
braced against the crowd struggling to 
see the president. It is a narrow apart- 
ment and might be called appropriately 
tho "hall of the disappointed," the sug- 
gestion being emphasized by portraits 
of the greatest of presidential aspirants, 
Clay and Webster, to whichllr. Thurber 
added, as his private property, an en- 
graving of the closest contestant for the 
office, Governor T jden. 


On the north side of the hall there 


are two rooms which correspond to those 
on the south side just described, the 
small one being occupied by Mr. 0. L. 
Prudeu,the assistant secretary since Gen- 
eral Gn-Vt'-s time and the custodian of 
the office bocks as well as of the tradi- 
tions which govern the public social 
routine of the executive mansion. In 
his room sits the telegraph clerk at his 
instrument, and by the window is a tel- 
ephone, which saves a great amount of 
messenger service between the president 
and the departments. Occasionally a 
congressman, wiift less ceremony than 
discretion, attempts to get an appoint- 
ment with tho ear of the president over 


, the telephone, and there is a record of a 
' stage earthquake prouaccd in tho private 
secretary's room by a furious congress 
man who found thfi telephone ineffect- 
ive and his Olympian stylo even less 
so. Notwithstanding that it is almost 
tho sole modern improvement in the 


, White House, President Cleveland was 


seen at the telephone but once, and then, 
needless to sny, not on call.

The Yellowstone lla» the Greatest Range 


of Temperature—Death Valley the Hot- 
test place—Where It Itains tvery Day. 
Over the Hill From Winter to Summer. 


I have run about the United States a 


gcou deal lor the last 30 years and have 
nuule nieiiM.L-y notes of such climatic 
peculiarities V.'i have come under my ob- 
servation. 


The place having (he widest range of 


tpinperatuio ol liny with which I aiu 
familiar i.-. Foit K<-o;;l, in tho Yellow- 
stone valky. 
NV-l iniKqueutly in the 


winter1 tho uiercuiy tuiiibic-; down to 50 
degrees below zero, and it has been 
known iu rammer to climb up to 120 
degrc CB above. Here is an t xtreme range 
of 170 degrees, and yet people manage 
to live very comfortably there the year 
round. In the early s-dinnier tho grass 
on tho plains and hills turns brown and 
yt How, and all green vanishes from the 
w idc landscape except where a fringe 
of fottomvood trees skirts a water course. 
It is a peculiarity of the extreme high 
temperature in the arid regions that you 
do not perspire at all—that is, you do 
not sensibly poispire. Tho cincture is 
all evaporated from your skin as fast as 
it is formed by tho cxirr-mo dryncss of 
tho air. Tho heat is not nearly so op- 
pressive, ho'.vc-vor, as it is at a teinpera- 
t'ivft of 80 or 00 degrees along the At- 


• .v.itic seaboard. If you. are indoors or 
under tho shade of a tree, you are quite 
comfortable. 


Anything that will break tha fierce 


rays of tho sun is sufficient to relievo 
you fioni all oppression from the high 
temperature. Traveling some yearn ago 
across the hot, billowy plain of tho great 
basin of the Columbia with a camping 
party looking up a route for a railroad, 
we came to a huge columnar rock of 
black basalt. Tho day was intensely hot. 
We stopped the teams, aud, throwing 
ourselves down on the shady side of tho 
roek, we recalled the phrase in the Bible 
about "the shadow of a great rock in a 
weary land'' anel realized that a little 
shade meant as much to the people of 
aiid Palestine as to us tired travelers in 
arid America. 


The hottest place in the United States 


is unquestionably Death valley, in 
southern California. It is about 200 feet 
below the sea level and is rimmed 
around with black, bare mountains. 
Birds flying across this valley in tho 
heated season often drop dead. Borax 
is found here, but 'the raining processes 
cease in tlshcat of midsummer." I read 
somewhere of n, party of men who en- 
tered the valley in July, knowing noth- 
ing of the deadly heat, and who pre- 
served their lives by lying all day in the 
water of a little stream that came out of 
the mountains and was soon dried up in 
the fierce rays of the sun. They were 
glad to escape under the cooling shades 
of night. 


The rainiest place in the United States 


is Neah bay, on the strait of Fnca, in 
the state of Washington. It actually 
rains every day in the year, and the 
total annual precipitation is nearly 100 
inches. There is an Indian reservation 
on the bay. The natives have a very 
pretty knack of making ornamental 
basins and carving wooden bowls, which 
they decorate with high colors. 


Tho most remarkable climatic barrier 


in the United States is that of the Cas- 
cade mountains, in Washington. In win- 
ter time the railway train toils up the 
eastern slope of these mountains between 
walls of snow higher than the roofs of 
the cars In a long winding lane scooped 
out by the rotary plow. Once through 
the tunnel on the Northern Pacific, or 
over the switchback on the Great North- 
ern, you suddenly leave winter behind 
you, and, whirling clown the western 
slope of the mountains, in less than an 
hour you meet the full spring. The grass 
is green, waterfowl swim on the rivers 
and bays, the crows aro holding their 
annual conventions in the tree tops with 
much oratorical clamor, and when you 
arrive at Tacoma you find the flowers 
blooming in the dooryards. The change 
seems magical and is as great as if you 
should sjj^rt from Chicago in January 
and travfl to the gulf of Mexico, yet the 
whole distance you have traversed to 
bring about this wonderful transforma- 
tion is less than 100 miles. 


The most "peculiar climatic region 


with which I am familiar is the Puget 
sound basin, in the state of Washington. 
It is separated from the ocean on the 
west by tho rugged snow clad range of 
tho Olympic mountains, and its eastern 
boundary is the still loftier range of the 
Cascades. The sound is connected with 
the Pacific by the broad strait of Juan 
do Fnca, anel up this strait pours a great 
volume of moist air, brought by the 
Japan current from far-out to sea. Tho 
mountains of Vancouver island on one 
side and the Olympics on the other mako 
of the strait an enormous funnel, and 
tho moisture laden winds aro condensed 
against tho cold, snowy ranges on either 
hand and are precipitated in frequent 
showers upon the shores of tho sound. 
It rarely sncnvs there, but it rains a lit- 
tle almost every day from October to 
June. The result is to produce a dense 
vegetable growth in the forest consisting 
of immense trees—firs, hemlocks, spruces 
and cedars—and of undergrowth so 
dense that it is almost impossible to 
forco your way through it without hard 
work with an ax. A St. Paul man of 
my acquaintance went out to that region 
to see what ho called his farm. He owns 
a tract of land five or six miles from 
Olympia, tire capital of the state, and 
had often boasted about that farm to his 
acquaintances. He set out from Olympia 
on horseback to view the. land, but after

The Difficulties Encountered la Sending 


Messages at a Profitable Speed. 


"While submarine cables can now be 


made of any length and at comparatively 
small cost, great difficulties are still en- 
countered in sending messages at a 
commercially profitable speed, and these 
difficulties increase with the length of 
the line. In long cables there is a trou- 
blesome retardation of the electric car- 
rent, due to the fact that the insulating 
cover of the copper strands becomes it- 
self electrified, and this surface charge 
delays messages by preventing the cur- 
rent at the beginning of any signal 
from rising rapidly to its maximum 
and again ±rom rapidly dying out. The 
consequence of this is that while from 
400 to 600 words a minnte can be sent 
over a land line, the maximum speed 
on an Atlantic cable is somewhere about 
82 words a minute. Before the "siphon 
recorder" and Lord Kelvin's "curb 
sender" were invented, the maximum 
speed vras eight or ten words per min- 
nte. Curiously enongh, the more perfect 
the cable's insolation may be the greater 
is this retardation, and slight leaks in 
this covering often increase for the 
time the line's working capacity. 
The 


corrosive action of the salt "water is ac- 
tive at snch points, however, and will 
soon cause a break in the cable. 


Professor Silvanus P. Thompson of 


the Koyal society of England, has in- 
vented a system of cable construction 
by which he expects not only to increase 
the capacity of the present lines, bnt to 
make practicable the covering of the 
8,600 miles which separate Hawaii from 
North America. His plan is to make a 
cable with two separate conductors in- 
closed in the same armor, so as to form 
a complete circuit, and every 100 or 160 
miles he will introduce stretches of 
cable with three such condnotoirs, the 
third being»a wire of high resistance, 
the purpose of which is to act as a sort 
of artificial and protected leak. One end 
of this third wire will be connected with 
the positive conductor and the other 
•with the negative one. By this device 
the static charge on one wire •will neu- 
tralize that on the other, and all retarda- 
tion -will be avoided. The expectation 
is to multiply four or five times the 
number of words now sent over Atlantic 
cables, to increase to 70 or 80 the 12 
•words per minute that could be sent 
over a single core cable to Hawaii, and 
raise from 15 to 75 the words sent from 
London to Cape Town.—New York 
Times.

WHO KNOWS? 


Captured by GeronimoM Band and Dragged 


About 
For Two Months — Witnessed 


Much of the Savages' Bloody Work. 
Brutally Treated by the Squaws. 


"During the last Apache war, ended 


ten years ago, there were two cases 
where white children were taken pris- 
oners by the Indians aud afterward 
were recaptured and restored to their 
friends," said a southwestern raining 
engineer. 


"The first of the children captured 


and rescued in rhe last Apache war was 
Santiago McKiii. The other was a littlo 
10-year-old Mexican girl, Aniceta Cha- 
vez. 
On Juui> 20, 1880, a detachment1 


of Mexican troops surprised Chief Gcron- 
imo's hand 40 miles southeast of M;ig- 
cialena, in Souora. So snclclcu was their 
attack that the Indians fled, scattering 
to cover and at lint iiKikiiif; their escape. 
As the soldiers searched the scene of the 
light for the wounded anil the plunder 
they came upon a littlo girl, ragged and 
barefooted, hiding among the rocks. 
She was a child of Mexican blood, aud 
when she was nuide aware that those- 
about her were of her own race aud 
friendly she told them her name and 
story, 


''She was Auiceta Chavez, who had 


been adopred into the family of a ranch- 
man named Peck, living near Calaba- 
sas, A. T. On the previous April 27, 
when Gcronimo made his bloody raid 
into the Sauta Cruz valley, he killed 
Mrs. Peck and her young child, bus 
carried Auiceta into captivity. That ho 
should do so surprising a thing us to 
spare her life was due probably to the 
fr.ct that in case of ultimately being 
compelled to surrender to the United 
States troops he might secure better 
terras by having a prisoner to deliver 
up to the whites. So the girl was hur- 
ried along with her captors and com- 
pelled to witness the other murders that 
they committed after their slaughter at 
the Peck ranch. 


"It was hard work for her to keep up 


with her captors, bnt her life depended 
on it. Several times that day the squaws 
would have killed her, hut Gercmimo 
would not suffer it, though lie allowed 
them to abuse and heat her to their 
hearts' content. But she was only at 
the beginning of her troubles. From 
the Santa Cruz valley the Indians 
swung back to the Sierra Madre, and 
their long journey through mountains 
and desert was a rough and cruel one. 
The Indians, pursued ceaselessly by 
troops on both sides of the Mexican bor- 
der, 
traveled all day, never stopping 


for two nights in the same place. Their 
one meal a day, which they ate at nighr, 
consisted usually of horseflesh, but if 
this were lacking and they were not 
too closely followed the band scattered, 
the bucks in search of small game and 
the women to gather snakes, lizards, 
gruts and edible roots and plants with 
which to make out a satisfying meal. 
Their only baggage, handled always by 
the sqnaws, consisted of blankets and 
papooses in baskets, together with any 
plunder they desired to take along. The 
bucks carried their rifles and two belts 
of cartridges each. Usually the Indians 
had plenty of horses to ride, but they 
did their fighting on foot. They had ex- 
cellent ficldglasses. captured from the 
whites, and these they used constantly. 
In traveling, one Indian rode in advance 
of the band, exploring for dangers 
ahead, v,1. _le another, mounted on a 
specially good horse, rode far in the 
rear to signal to the others information

"FIRST WIG IN HISTOR'VA 


It Was "Worn br th« Daughter of 


Saul, KlDK of Israel. 


The first wig mentioned In history 


was made of a goat's skin and worn by 
the daughter of Saul, king of Israel. 
The first artistic wigs were made In 
the south of Italy for the Gapiniens, 
who lived in Apulia and were known 


j for the luxuries of their toilet These 


j people were, they say, the first who 


painted their faces. This they did with 
the juice of strawberries. 


The Persians wore wigs. Xenophon 


relates that little Cyrus, when he visit- 
ed Astyages, his grandfather, whose 
eyes were framed, in blue paint and 
who wore an enormous wig, threw 
himself on his knees and cried, "Oh, 
mother, what a beautiful grandfather 
I have!" Aglals, a maid of honor, was 
BO struck by the appearance of the old 
gentleman that she remained with As- 
tyages as a slave. 


The Phoenician women, who were 


proud of their hair, having been or- 
dered by their priests to offer It up on 
the altars dedicated to Venus after the 
death of Adonis, obeyed, but with mur- 
muring. Soon after they were consoled 
by a Greek merchant, who told them 
that he would give them the, means of 
hiding their bald pates under luxurious 
curls. In his chariot he had hundreds 
of wigs of all colors. 


Wigs were in vogue In Rome toward 


the end of the republic and so well 
made that, says Ovid, "no man could 
know if his wife had any hair at all be- 
fore she had given him an opportunity 
of seizing her by the tresses-" 


Teutonic peasants were the provid- 


ers of blond hair for rich Roman prin- 
cesses, who loved the contrast of its 
flaxen hue with their black eyes. They 
even had morning wigs, small and 
tightly curled, of any color, and they 
kept the beautiful fair ones to receive 
their admirers at night. Messalina had 
150 wigs to disguise herself.—Cincin- 
nati Commercial Tribune.

Tbe Lost of » Sensational Series of 


DariKK Feats Which MlRht Have 
Resulted Differently bat For a Bot- 
tle of Brandy. 
Nov. 13f 1829, Sam Patch lost his life 


In jumping from a scaffold 25 feet 
above the brink of tbe Genesee falls 
Into the abyss below. He undertook 
to jump in all a distance of 125 feet 
Of course the whole population of 
Rochester as well as tbe farmers from 
neighboring villages were upon tbe 
scene. Tbe fame of Patch had for 
several weeks been a topic of conver- 
sation among the early settlers. 


Patch was born in Rhode Island in 


1807. Soon after he removed to Pater- 
son, N. J., at which place in 1827 he 
was seized with the jumping mania. 
After giving several daring exhibitions 
in New Jersey he decided to try his 
luck at Niagara falls two years later. 
In October, 1827, he jumped from a 
shelving rock between Goat island and 
the gurgling waters many feet below. 
A few days later he startled the na- 
tives by jumping from the old Fitz- 
hugh street bridge at dawn. He swam 
under the water to a convenient hiding 
place, where he had much amusement 
In watching several boats crowded 
with people dragging for his body. 
They were startled when he called 
merrily to them, joking them for their 
wasted efforts in his behalf. 


On another morning he startled a 


Rochester lad by Jumping from the 
brink of the falls to the rapids below. 
If Patch had not reassured the boy, he 
would have had half of the population 
of Rochester dragging the water for 
his dead body. 


With such a record It Is no wonder 


that on the morning of Nov. 13 all the 
muddy roads leading to Rochester 
were thronged with people desirous of 
seeing the wonderful Jumper. Even If 
farmers were unusually busy In-secur- 
ing the last of their harvests they 
found time to take a day or two off In 
order to witness the feats of Sam 
Patch. Several boats brought hundreds 
of visitors in holiday attire from Can- 
ada, Oswego and Lewiston. 
Buffalo, 


Canandaigua and Batavia were almost 
depopulated on account of the exodus 
to Rochester. The few taverns in the 
city turned guests away, and many 
had to camp out overnight. 


Notwithstanding the raw, cold weath- 


er throngs of settlers lined the banks 
below the falls. Although Sam said he 
did not feel the cold weather, he was 
pleased to fortify himself with a drink 
of brandy tendered to him by his 
friend, William Cocbrane. Several of 
the spectators contributed a unique 
uniform. 
Dressed in white trousers 


decorated with a black silk handker- 
chief tied around his body, surmounted 
by a light woolen jacket and skullcap, 
Sam must have presented a grotesque 
appearance. 


After taking another drink from the 


flask Sam made the following speech 
to the thousands of breathless specta- 
tors: "Napoleont was a great man and 
a great general. ^ He conquered armies, 
and he conquered nations. 
But he 


couldn't jump the Genesee falls. Wel- 
lington was a great man and a great 
soldier. He conquered armies, and he 
conquered nations, and he conquered 
Napoleon, but he couldn't jump the 
Genesee falls. That was left for me to 
do, and I can do it and will." 


Although Sam Patch could jump the 


Genesee falls .when he was sober, he 
could not do it when he felt the effects 
of the brandy. Owing to this fact he 
met his death when he took the jump. 
When the thousands of silent and hor- 
ror stricken spectators saw Sam strike 
the water, they did not see him come 
to the surface. His descent was so un- 
like his previous efforts, when he shot 
like an arrow from a bow, that the 
spectators were certain that he met his 
doom when he reached the water and 
the jagged, piercing rocks beneath. 


The spectators searched in vain for 


the jumper. The torches of the search- 
ers along the river bank and those of 
the searchers who dragged the river in 
boats lit up the river during the long 
night hours. 
Amid the roar of the 


cataract the sorrowing multitude shed 
tears for the jolly good fellow who, 
like many others, loved his bottle on 
occasions. 


Notwithstanding the rumors that 


Sam Patch had been seen alive in 
Rochester nothing was heard of him 
until St Patrick's day, when his body 
was found in a cake of ice near the 
mouth of the Genesee. His remains 
were buried in the cemetery at Char- 
lotte. Although It had been the ambi- 
tion of his life to jump London bridge, 
he met his death In the Genesee. The 
feats of Sam Patch filled the newspa- 
pers for weeks, and although such 
poets as Mrs. SIgourney wrote poems 
dedicated to his memory no monument 
has been erected in commemoration of 
his feats. 


Indeed, the event produced a pro- 


found Impression upon the people of 
those days. On the following Sunday 
the preachers in Rochester and neigh- 
boring towns could not say enough 
against the evils of Jumping. 
Seme 


even went as far as Josiah Blssell, who 
told the pupils of the Third church 
Sunday school that because they saw 
the fatal leap they were accessories to 
his death and were murderers In the 
sight of God.—Rochester Herald, 


and gruU-g""i:v"*i'.her 
William Pitt, became the next pos- 
sessor of this valuable stone, weighing 
410 carats, for £20,000. He sent It to 
London, where he had It very skillfully 
cut tit a cost of £5,000, the process oc- 
cupying two years. Pitt appears to 
have found his diamond no very envia- 
ble possession, for, after refuting the 
calumnies of his enemies, who had 
charged him with having obtained it 
by unfair means, he was so haunted by 
the fear of being robbed that be never 
slept two nights consecutively under 
the same roof, never gave notice of his 
arrival lo or departure from town and 
went about mysteriously disguised. He 
must necessarily have felt greatly re- 
lieved when he parted with the dia- 
mond to "the Due d'Orleans, regent 
during the minority of Louis XV, king 
of France, In 1717 for the sum of £135,- 
000.—Chambers' Journal.

THE REGENT DIAMOND. 


It la Acknowledged the Most Perfect 


Brilliant ID Exlutcijce. 


The "Pitt" (or "Regent," as it was 


afterward called) is the most perfect 
brilliant in existence, and Its history is 
also very remarkable. It Is said to 
have been found by a slave in the Par- 
tesl mines in 1701, who to retain his 
treasure cut a hole In the calf of his 
leg, in which he concealed It, althbugh 
It Is more probable he secreted It 
among the bandages. The slave es- 
caped to the coast with his find, where 
he encountered an English skipper, 
whom he made his confidant, offering. 
Indeed, to bestow upon him the stone in 
return for his liberty. The mariner, 
apparently consenting to the slave's 
proposal, took him out to.sea nnrl when 
there drowned him,' after obtaining 
possession of the diamond. Disposing 
of the gem to a diamond merchant for 
£1,000, It Is said the man afterward 
banged himself In a fit of remorse.

MR. RUST GETS A LETTER. 


Delayed Because Addressed to Him Undev 


His Chemical Name. 


As curious a letter as has been re- 


ceived in Kansas City for many months 
reached the postofflce recently, and after 
a great display of learning on the part 
oi some of the clerks it was finally de- 
livered to the man for whom it was in- 
tended. The distributing clerk who first 
got hold of the letter looked at it in 
despair. It was plainly evident that the 
writer of the letter had been burning 
the midnight oil in an attempt to baffle 
the postoffice force. 


The first line contained the letters

There was no discussion of the list in 


the meeting- of the council, but a num- 
ber of facts in connection with it were 
brought up at an informal meeting of 
t 'ost of the council after thp regulai 
meeting was over. The great difference 
from last year is' of course in the 
amount scheduled for the maturing 
debt. The fact that the amount this 
year is considerably less than last 
year's appropriation seems at first sight 
peculiar in vipw of the statement of 
the board that there is $10,000 more to 
pay this year. This follows from the 
refunding act passed last year. It will 
be remembered last year the city re- 
funded $65,000, and paid $35,000. This 
year the city can refund $30,000, and 
must pay $45,000, 
according 
to 
the 


terms of the act. 


Several other items of interest will be 


noted. 
There is an increase in the 


amount set for the fire department. 
This is because it is planned to buy con(- 
siderable needed equipment this year, 
including some new hose and 
some 


smoke helmets, which are at 
times 


needed very much. 


There is no estimate for band con- 


certs this year, there having been no 
request for it since Leader Clapp left 
the 
city. 
There is an increase of 


$3,000 
in 
the 
amount 
needed 
for 


teachers' salaries, but otherwise the 
expenses of the schools are the same. 


The increase of 
$700 will surprise 


those who fail to remember that they 
voted for the increase in the assessors' 
salaries last fall, the increase being just 
this amount. It is noticed that this 
year park expenses estimate includes 
something for the building of new steps 
to Kemp nark, which.it is planned to 
do iC satisfactory arrangements 
can 


be made in regard to the property. 


The estimates for street and sidewalk 


work are increased considerably. This 
is in the desire to do some work of a 
more 
permanent 
nature in the out- 


skirts. One of the things desired is to 
improve West Main street witn rolled 
gravel, as was done with river street 
ifint year. 


The presenting of this'list of esti- 


mates, and its reOnnce to the finance 
committee, was .the chief business of

Opinion of What Cily 


Should Suggest 


The legislative hearing on the ques- 


tion of the. annexation of that part of 
Blackinton included in Wil'.iamstown 
to this city vill pivbably be held next 
•ueek Thursday, and at that time the 
interests of this city will be \\atchecl by 
a committee chosen at 
the council 


meting last night. This committee con- 
sists of Mayor E. S. Wilkinson, City 
Solicitor P. J. Ashe, President of the 
Council V. A. Whitaker, and Council- 
men Hastings, Bracewell, Sykes and 
O'Connor. 


This is the first time that the matter 


has bes-n before the city except in an 
informal way as reported in the press. 
Mayor Wilkinson, as announced some 
days ago, thought that the city should 
take pains to look into 
the 
matter 


thoroughly, however, especially in view 
cf the way the bill stands at present, 
to take effect on its passage through 
the legislature and, approval by the 
governor. 


He therefore sent the following com-

by the governor, and is now before 
the house of representatives for action, j 


I am further informed that a com- 


mittee of the legislature to whom the 
bill was refeired are intending to visit 
the localiy at an early date and give 
a hearing to all parties interested. 


Our city has thug far manifested no 


special interest in the matter but as 
the bill is likely to affect the interests 
of this city if made a law. I wo'ud 
recommend that a committee be ap- 
pointed by your honorable body, who 
shall inform themselves of every pro- 
ceeding in relati'on thereto, and with 
authority to represent the city's inter- 
ests likely to be affected thereby.

Acting on this recommendation the 


committee named above was chosen on 
motion of Councilman Hastings. There 
followed some discussion in the coxmcil 
which will be of general interest in 
connecticn with the matter. 


Councilman 
Hastings 
asked how 


n.uch tpxable property would be adrleci 
to the city, and how much of the Wil- 
liamstown debt this city would be ex- 
pected to shoulder. Mayor Wilkinson, 
who -nag present, replied on request 
that there was nothing- in the bill as 
drawn up ^hich s=-jgg-ested any such 
payment. But the pipers had i epnrted 


that TVflliainstcwii \\nVd. probably 


be willing to allow the annexation pro- 
vided this city assumed a fair nro- 
portion of the town debt. There were 
&till other questions that 
this city 


•\\ould want decided, such, for instance, 
as that of the care of persons now liv- 
ing in the territory affected who might 
become paupers after the annexation. 


As far as the debt is concerned, it 


seemed reasonable that Xorth Adams 
should assume a psrt of the Williams- 
t 'Wn debt proportionate to the amount 
of the valuation of the Williamstown 
Blackinton as compared -nith the total 
•valuation of Williamstown. 
The pa- 


pers have stated, he said, that Wil- 
liamstown would want us tc assume 
'.".000 or $6000. and yet they say that 
the total debt of .Williamstown'is only 
about $60,000. This would make it seem, 
reasoning back on the proposed basis, 
that Blackinton ^as one tenth of the 
entire town in value. 


Councilman Amadon asked if the ac- 


tfon of the legislature after the hearing 
would bo final, or if the city and town 
vould have a chance to act on it to 
ratify it. He thought if this was not 
done it would look a good deal like the 
prevailing type of benevolent assimila- 
tion. 


Mayor Wilkinson replied that he had 


understood thr.t if Willixmsfown were 
a city with a council, the measure j 
would be passed, if at all. with a re- 
ferendum provision,'so that the coun- 
cils of the two places should ratify it 
before it could go into effect 
But in 


view of the fact 
that 
Williamstowu 


was a town, he believed that it might 
be done .without the referendum, and 
l.ecome rp rative on the passage of the 
measure and its signing by the gov- 
ernor. 


Thig closed the council's discussion,

t.-» represent-the inter- 


ests of North Adams intelligently at the 
hearing.
